The interview concluded by’ Mr.

MISHAP 


FATAL MANOEUVRE 


MACHINE OVERTURNS & FALLS 
~ INTO SEA 


AIRMAN DROWNED . 


The report of an accident to a 
Fairey - aeroplane. belonging . to 
ELMS. “Hermes” was received here 
yesterday evening. It appears 
that the “Hermes” “had taken out 
the planes to Mirs Bay early yester- 
day morning, and ‘there they were 
let out to spread their wings. 

Among the various _ exercises 
earried out was one.in which the 
‘planes were required to land on 
the aircraft carrier's. deck. The 
machine which met with disaster 
was at that time piloted by James 
Edmunds Fenton, and with him 


were Aircraftsmen F. T. Harding" 


and James Arthur George Wallace. 

In-making the landing the Fairey 
machine overshot the mark and fell 
into the water. She was picked up 
with some difficulty when {t was 
found that Wallace was misa- 
ing.. The two other occupants were 
uninjured. . 

Up to this morning, the body of 
the missing aircraftsman had not 
been found, although a rigorous 
search had been instituted.

A Ruse -. 

There are various explanations ‘as - 
to why Kwangsi- did not attack 
beyond .Shiuhing (a port between 
Wuchow and _Canton) last week. 
One of which was that Kwangsi had: 
to defend its left flank against the 
threat from ‘Hunan. Eventually 
the Kwangsi forces even evacuated 
from Shiuhing, but that was only 
a ruse to make the Kwangtung 
Forces withdraw: . They did, and 
the Kwangsi forces are back again 
and are pushing forward to Sam-. -' 
shui.

Samshul Captufed 

An authentic radio message from 
Samshui says that the Kwangtung 
forces there are under heavy. fire. 
A wireless message received from 
H.M.S. -““Moorhen”’ confirms. 
the radio statement. The. “Moor- 
hen” wirelessed to say that whilst. 
she was on her way from Wuchow to 
Samshui” yesterday she was re- 
peatedly fired upon. . 

Tt is to be: presumed that the 
“Moorhen” was not fited upon pur- 
posely, by either side. A heavy 
engagement is going on and it is 
quite probable ‘that some stray 
bullets went in the direction of the 
“Moorhen.” Samshui was taken by 
the Kwangai ‘forces. 

Heavy-fighting is also reported to 
be in progress in the East River dis.. 
tricts. Several. commanders of’ the. ° 
Second, Division of the Kwangtung. 
forees are reported to have joined 
up with the Kwangsi forces. Gen- 
eral Tang Yin-wah, of -the 1st 
Kwangtung ‘Division, it is alleged, 
has been captured and detained by 
his subordinates in Swatow. 

The report, further _ states that 
Swatew, Sheldung and Waichow are: 
in the hands of the. Kwangsi troops 
under the command of Colonels Li 
Mo-tze and Wan Yin-kiu. Large 
numbers of troops ‘are now in occu- 
pation in Sheklung and’ are prepar- 
ing t) march to Canton in a day or 
two.

TECHNICAL: EDUCATION 


Shortly after my arrival in this 
country, by the request of His Ex- 
cellency Sun Fo, Minister of Rail- 
ways, I added to the official duties 
covered in my contract with the 
Government advisory services on the 
remodelling of the civil engineering 
course in Nanyang University, and 
incidentally, on technical education in 
general for China. This additional 
work J am undertaking gladly; for 
I have been deeply interested in en- 
gineering education for a full half 
century. During six of . my fifty- 
three years of professional serviee I 
taught engineering, two as assistant 
professor at Rensselaer, my Alma 
Master, and four in charge of the 
Civil Engineering Department of 
the Imperial University at Tokyo, 
Japan. Moreover, I am_ a_ charter 
member of the Society for the Pro- 
motion of Enginécring Education, 
have taken a fairly active part in its 
activities, and have served as chair- 
mar on one of its most important 
committees. Again, for. more than 
four decades I have been writing and 
lecturing from time to time on educa- 
tional subjects, as can be seen by 
looking over Mr. Frank W. Skinner's 
book, entitled “Memoirs and Ad- 
dresses of Two Decades,’ that was 
issued last Novernber, 

I am stating these facts candidly 
and without any sense of false 
modesty, isi order to make evident to 
my readers the reasons why I (a 
practising engineer and no longer .a 
teacher). deem. myself qualified to 


‘pass upon questions relating to en- 


gineering education. 
Engineering Curriculum 


When asked intely what kind of an 
engineering’ curriculum I would re- 
commend for Chinese institutions of 
Jearning, [ have replied that I favour 
one fundamentally different’ from 
what I have been advocating during 
several decades for American schools. 
While it is true that American — en- 
gineering education is certainly in- 
ferior to none in the world, it is still 
far from being perfect, as 1 
have. been preaching since 1886, 
and as’ Professor “Charles Scott 
of ~ Yale, a ‘prominent Ameri- 
ean educator, has lately — proved 
in a report to the deans and adminis- 
trative olficers of 164 institutions of 
the United States and Canada, based 
upon an elaborate, three-year, fact- 
finding itivestigation that cost in the 
making more than $200,000 gold. 

For more than forty years I have 
been claiming, both orally and in 
print, that a proper course in civil 
engineering cannot be given in four 
years, and hardly even in five, and 
that, consequently, all first-class en- 
gineering courses should cover five 
years, Many prominent technical 
educators agree with me in this view, 
although the experiment of mak- 
ing such an extension has been. tried 
and found a failure. Young America, 
who, like his forebears, is in a 
chronic state of hurry, wants to com- 
plete his technical education. in four 
years und get into practiec. There 
is only one way to force him to take 
the longer course, which his develop- 
ment sadly needs, viz., for the direc- 
tors of the leading technical schools 
of the United States and Canada to 
combine and agree that they will give 
in-their ‘institutions no technieal de- 
gree whatsoever for tess than five 
years of undergraduate work, Even- 
tually .they may take such a step 
in the best interests of technical 
education; but it will probably 
require considerable time for a 
majority of them to muster sufficient 
courage for such drastic action. 

Recognising the futility of trying 
any more for a while to lengthen the

duration of engineering courses, and 
that most technical graduates are 
rather narrow in their views and 
ineapable of expressing them in good 
English, I have been suggesting that 
our technical schools giye broader 
education, by including in their 
curricula more courses in modern 
“humanities,” and that they concen- 
trate on “English Language” and 
“ Beonomics.” | As most engineering 
curricula are already crowded to the 
limit with: studies, leaving apparently 
no time for ‘any additional work, I 
have been advocating the omission of 
most of the so-called “ practical” 
instruction, leaving in only enough of 
it to illustrate how the theory the 
students learn is, or should be, ap- 
plied to practice. 
A Reverse Policy 

¥or China,- however, . I . counsel 
exactly the reverse policy, viz. cut- 
ting out from the ccurse all the, 
* frilly and-furbelows”° and giving in- 
stead in both office and field as much 
instruction as possible in the practice 
of engineering under the direct super- 
vision of competent, experienced, cap- 
able, practical, and .earnest teachers.

Courses of this kind. should be 
given in all lines of surveying, and 
in railroads, highways, bridges, water 
supply, sanitary engineering, rivers, 
harbours, canals, general hydraulics, 
steel buildings, reinforced-conerete 
constructions, hydro-electric. ‘power, 
irrigation, aerial transportation, and.

The success of this type of techni- 
eal instruction depends. greatly: upon 
the ability. and. ambition of the 
students, but still more upon the 
enthusiasm, . teaching capacity, ex- 
perience, -and ‘willimgness to work of 
the instructors. If these be of the 
ideal ‘kind, the amount of knowledge 
that the young men can acquire and 
retain is truly ‘surprising. 

A large supply of textbooks and 
books of reference for the. school 
library is essential,” because the 
students ought not to, be compelled to 
purchase an abnormally Jarge amount 
of technical literature; nevertheless 
they should be encouraged, and even 
urged, to buy and keep for future re-

ference as many of such books as they 
ean afford;'and the institution should 
make. arrangements for | securing 
them at the lowest attainable price. 

This drastically practical course 
may not be the best one for individual 
engineers, in that a study of the 
humanities and languages-is good for 
young Chinese as well as for young 
Americans; but it is decidedly the 
best.one when the interests of the 
Chinese Republic are. considered. 
After the great rush of work on con- 
struction is past (say a decade hence) 
the character of the curricula of the 
Chinese technical schools can‘ be 
gradually changed so as to’ follow 
somewhat the lines of those of the 
leading American institutions. 

Fundamental Problem 

There is to-day a serious. funda- 
mental problem of demand and supply 
confronting the National Government. 
To explain it I cap do no better than 
to quote the following portion of my 


Report No.8 to His Excellency Sun |}- 
dated | 


Fo, Minister of Railways, 
February 15, 1929: 

“During. the three weeks that have 
elapsed since my arrival at, Shanghai 
there has gradually been brought to 
my notice a sgndition of a very 
serious nature ath: fs of vital in- 
terest to your Ministry, in that, un- 
less it be corrected without delay, you 
will not be able to proceed with the 
work you are now doing for the 
development of China. The country’s 
first and fundamental need is'for rail- 
ways that can be operated effectively 
and economically; and these can be 
secured only through technically 
trained men, who are needed for re- 
connaissance, preliminary, location, 
construction, maintenance, and opera=- 
tion, 

“There is only a very limited num- 
ber of trained: engineers in China; 
and most of these are occupied on 
tasks that they either cannot or will 
not relinquish for railzoad service. 
Young technical men, of thirty or 
thereabouts, are greatly needed to- 
day by your Ministry as assistant 
engineers, and some older ones for 
chiefs of jes. As well as I can 
learn, the demand cannot be filled; 
hence it is essential that we look 
ahead and provide not only for pre- 
sent needs but also for those of the 
immediate future. 

“A goodly number of more or 
less effectively traincd railway en- 
gineers must be obtained with the 
Jeast. possible delay; and this report 
is made to offer to Your Excellency 
a suggestion as to how a supply of 
them can be secured. F 

“If, in the several * engineering 
schools of China, especially those un- 
der the control of your Ministry, the 
remaining months of the present 
stholastic year, and possibly two or 
three of the succeeding months. wera 
devoted to the intensive training of 
the senior classes solely on strictly 
practical railroad subjected by lec- 
tures, reading of books; and fieldwork, 
the members thereof could be turned 
over to your Ministry in shape to 
serve as assistant engineers, but not 
to take charge of surveys or any other 
important work independently. By 
offering these students fairly large 
salaries at the outset with promise of 
advaneementafter some- more practi- 
eal experience has been obtained, you 
could: probably induce many of them’ 
to take the special course and’ serve 
their country in-its dire. need for 
technical assistance. ate .

afford immediate relief in the 
event of great fires, epidemics, 
earthquakes, volcanic eruptions, 
tidal waves and other disasters.

T. A. DORGAN 


DEATH OF FAMOUS AMERICAN | 
CARTOONIST 


_ POPULAR COMICS 


Great Neck, L.I., N.Y., May 2. 

T. A. Dorgan, famous cartoonist, 
died at his home here to-day after 
a long illness. 

“Tad,” as Dorgan universally was 
known “to Americar newspaper 
readers, was one of the most widely 
known and best loved cartoonists 
of. the generation in the United 
States. He was for many years 
with the Hearst newspapers and 
gained his greatest fame while in 
the employ of the Hearst chain, -} 

Dorgan’s. comics and ‘his occa- 
sional political cartoons are conced- 
ed to have exercised a great influ | 
ence on the ‘American popular | 
taste and often he was under fire 
with his employer who was. accused 
of depraving the popular apprecia- 
tion of Art and.-all finer things by 
his pandering to the ignorant. 
Dorgan, however, always was ae 
Jar, particularly in his later years! 
when much of his work was done | 
from a sickbed. 

The -cartoonist was one of the 
group of brilliant newspaper-men 
employed by William Randolph 
Hearst after his purchase of the 
New York “Journal” which  pre- 
cipitated his spectacular newspaper 
war of the ‘80’s with the late 
Joseph Pulitzer and his New York 
“World.” He was a contemporary 
of Homer Davenport, probably the 
most powerful of the Hearst car- 
toonists, in the long political war- 
fare which raged between Hearst 
and the old line Republican Leaders 
under Mark Hanna during the: 
McKinley administration—a battle | 
which ended. in McKinley’s assas-| 
sination by an anarchist. - The 
Hearst writers and cartoonists at 
the time got their share of the pub-} 
lie indignation directed at their 
employers whose bitter attacks 
upon the President were supposed 
to have incited, the assassin to his 


crime.—United Press. |

NOW. BEING: ‘BUILT 


More lifeboats of the :non-self-right- 
ing type are being. built for rescue 
work round our coasts than of the self- 
righting type. This is revealed in. an 
article in. the curront issue’ of “The 
Lifebsct,”. the journal of the Royal 
National Life-Boat Institution, in which 


‘the two types of boats are discussed. 

It is stated that the self-righting 
boat with its kigh “end-boxes” and 
heavy keel, is less easy to handle in) 
heavy weather, and tho<gh it will‘come j 
right way. up.as soon. as. it tapsizes, 
it is more liable. to capsize than the 
lifeboats which: cannot stlf-right. 
‘These, although. once they go over they 
fave no chance of self- “righting, are. 
much more stable. 


“Brordly speaking,” continues the 
article, “the experience of the institu- 
tion shows that with laxge lifeboats, in- 
tended to go well out to ses, whether. 
sailing or rzotor, it is better tb set aside: 
the self-righting \principle and aim at 
greater buoyancy; stability and speed.

reasonable one and that it thus placed 
the burden of proof on the shipowners, 

“Gveryone wants a unifarm bill of 
lading if it can be obtained,” said Mr.. 
Nicholson. 


The deviation clause, Mr. Nichol-tn 


rezplained, is the same as that in the 


Hague Rules, with the exception noted, 
and concerned the deviation occurring 
in “case of loss of life and not merely 
for securing merchandise, or delivering 
passengers, 

Myr, Arthur M. Geary, a member of 
the committee, of Portland, Ore., who 
spoke from the point of yiew of Pacific 
Coast shippers, suggested that the. time 
limit of one year in which to bring 
suits for damages seemed insufficient 
if friendly negotiations were being con- 
dacted for settlement, and that in the 
meantimé the time had expired befure 
an agreement had been. made, thus 
barring out the shipper from filing suit 
in time. 

Mr. Nicholson said that in such cax 
suit should be filed at the end of 10 
months if no settlement had heen made 
in that time. He deprecated. any at- 
tempt to introduce amendments to the 
bill now, although that did not pre 
vent any individual appearin; before a 
Congressional committee havin the bili 
in charge and offering suggestions for, 
arrendments. 

If the bill is passed by Congress it 
will not ‘carry with. it the conclusion 
of a treaty covering the carrying out of 
the Hague Rules.

Ban on Dean's Visit 

With reference to the refusal of 
the Soviet authorities to permit thé 
Dean of Manchester, Dr. Hewett 
Johnson, to visit Russia, which he 
had proposed to do with a friend, 
a Manchester scientist, the “Sun- 
day Times” learns that no reasons 
have been disclosed for the Soviet’s 
action, : 

Dr. Johnson himself hus not been 
informed of the cause, nor has, the 
German Embassy, which is looking. 
after Soviet interests in Great Bri- 
tain during the time Anglo-Soviet 
diplomatic relations are broken off, 
any information. 

The Dean of Manchester in an 
interview, stated that he wished to 
make the trip to Russia merely as 
a sympathetic traveller and obser- 
ver. 

The scientist, who has ‘been 
granted a permit, will-not, in view 
of his friend’s inability to accom- 
pany him, take advantage of it. 

“T was going to Russia,” the Dean 
said, “with eyes open to learn. No 
doubt I should have seen things I 
did not like, just in the same way 
as when I go to Spain or Italy 1 
see things I do not like. 

“T can understand their feelings 
on the matter. Britain refuses 
entry to Bolshevik emissaries, so 
the U.S.S.R. do not feel like enter- 
taining emissaries from Britain. 
The Soviet officials probably put me 
down as an emissary since I hap- 
pened to be a cleric.”

EXHIBITS AT DUNDEE'S © 
RECENT EXHIBITION 


.GREAT ADVANCES 

The twenty-first National Salon 
of the Scottish Photographic Feder- 
ation was. opened-in the Victoria 
Art Galleries, Dundee, last month. 

This exhibition, which is held in 
different cities and towns from. year 
to year, is the most important event 
of its kind in Great Britain, On 
occasion a remarkably fine display. 
of pictorial photograph was brought 
together. . : 

Seven years have elapSed since 
the Salon was, last held in Dundee. 
By a curious coincidence the Feder- 
ation is celebrating this year ils ma- 
jority as it was-as its semi-jubilee. 
Although fomed 25 years ago, only 
20 exhibitions have been held in 
past years. Started in 1904 Salon 
would in ordinary course have been 
the twenty-fifth of the series, but 
during -the war years no. exhibitions 
were held. . P 

More than ordinary interest- and 
importance is therefore attached to 
this “iuajority” exhibition, that 
appropriately enough is ‘held in a 
uy which took a large share in 
the formation of the . Federation a 
quarter of a century ago. Many 
changes have taken place in the in- 
terval. The heavy frames in- which 
photographic prints _-were‘ displayed 
20 years ago. have given place to 
white mounts, and there are even 
greater changes in the processes by 
which the prints” are produced, as|: 
well as in the instruments and ap- 
paratus employed in photographic 
work. It may be noted also that 
the part played by photography in 
the varied phases of human activity 
has increased enormously, and pic- 
torial. workers have moved with the 
times. aes 

A National Institution 

In this development of the photo- 
graphic art the Federation has 
played an important part, and the 
inclusion ‘of works in its annual 
salon is an honour “much esteemed 
by pictorial workers throughout 
Great Britain. That it is thorough- 
ly representative is shown by the 
fact that there are now affiliated 
to the Federation 51 photographie 
societies and camera ¢lubs in Scot- 
land. The members of these. or- 
ganizations sent in a large number 
of prints, from which a careful, 
selection was made by a committee 
consisting of Mr. James M‘Kissack. 
Glasgow; Mr. William Weir, Glas- 
gow; and Mr. Archibald Cochrane, 
Barrhvad. 

From the large entry the com- 
mittee selected 276 prints, and these 
with the loans ‘and specially invited 
works form the exhibition. On the

' Opening Ceremony 

In performing the opening: cere- 
mdhy, over which Lord Provost 
High presided, Lady Southesk said 
she had heard that . photography 
was not art, but she could not: help 
thinking it was very near to being 
art. People nowadays took clever 
bits of composition which enabled 
the photographer to show his skill, 
but she thought-that scenes’ of snow 
und views of sti]l water made the 
most beautiful pictures. The one 
thing that always brought her out 
to take photégraphs was snow, ‘3- 
pecially snow in the country and 
snow. on.the roofs of houses.. She 
knew, of course, that it was hope-. 
lessly old ‘fashioned to think those 
scenes beautiful. - Ideas changed, 
whether in painting, architecture, 
or fashions, ‘and parents’ ideas 
seemed “hopelessly out af date to 
their children. If they went a little 
further back, however, to their 
great-grandparents, the pendulum 
swung back, and they all admired 
the standards.of a hundred years 
ago. : . 

If photography was not an art it 
at least enabled -a great meny 
people with an artistic sense and 
an appreciation “of composition, 
light and shade, to make beautiful 
pictures though they could not ex- 
press their art by their hands. =~ 

The Press photographer had 
taken a flashlight photograph, and 
Lady Southesk said, amid laughter, 
that with all respect +o those 
gentlemen she could hardly say 
that snapshots. were always very 
artistic. It was said that the camera 
could not lie, but she hoped it some- 
times did.. They did not, she hoped, 
always look like their photographs. 
Still, the snapshots were sometimes 
quite good. When their descendants, 
however, compared these snapshots 
with beautiful and . artistic studio 
work they would be apt to wonder 
which the subjects really resem- 
bled. - 

In 10 years photography would 
celebrate its centenary. It was in 
1839 that the first likeness was 
taken by light, and it was mar- 
velloug to think how photography 
had progressed since then. It 
would now be difficult to imagine 
the world without it. The cinema, 
for instance, played a great part in 
public life, but there should be more 
British films shown. She always 
admired ‘the wonderful films of 
travel.which enabled us to see the 
wonders of the world from the com- 
fort of an armchair. : 
Scientific Applications 

The scientific side of photography, 
however, was perhaps the most 
wonderful. Radium and ultra-violet 
rays were discovered owing to sensi- 
tive plates, and X-rays were dis- 
cofered through the same medium. 
Photography had also done a great 
deal for astronomy, and its value to 
the astronomer was incalculable. 

Referring to her own experiences, 
Lady Southesk said she haf once 
been a photographer, but shé would 
not like to call herself that now, as 
she merely ‘pressed’ the button of 
her Kodak.- It-was. not that she 
was not so interested as. before, 
but that:now she: had less time. 
She still thought that there was no 
greater pleasure than in seeing a 
negative come out’ nicely.and: in 
making one’s own prints. "

. The item of £824,237 paid to the 
B.B.C. by the Post Office for the 
year onding March 31 last has 
attracted a good deal of attention 
in the daily Press. This is a very 
large amount, but it is difficult to 
ascertain, from a study of the ac- 
counts which ‘the B.B.C. . present, 
whether the amount _ is being ex- 
pended in the wisest manner.

A moment’s thought will show 
that of this very large amount paid 
by listeners only 66 per ent., or 
approximately 63. 7d. out of the 10% 
wireless licence, 
on providing fheir entertainment! 
When the wireless licence was. first 
instituted 
the amount. was to be devoted to the 
provision of broadcasting pro- 
grammes. What is now happening 
is that a little over half is, actuatly 
being spent in this connection, and 
the remainder taken by the Govern- 
ment would appear to be nothing 
more or less than an extension of 
the entertainment tax. 

Cheapest Form of Entertainment 

Wireless is without doubt 


while it may be necessary to pay 
a tax similar to that on theatres, 
concerts and other forms of -enjoy- 
ment, we must remember .that this 
represents about’ one-fifth to’ one 
sixth of the total sum paid by the 
public, and the amount retained 
from the wireless. licences repre- 
sents about one-third. This ex- 
tortionate demand on the part of 
the Post Office and Exchequer may 
possibly have, a great deal to do

Motor-boating 


If a different transformer is used 
from that specified in the “W.T.3.”

This can gen- 
erally be cured by reversing the 
primary connections on the trans- 
former, or! the output choke ar- 
rangement will help very. much in 
obviating the disagreeable noise.

Witness again said 
that every signature he had ex- 
amined showed the same quality of 
pen pressure, causing the Chief 
Justice to say “Mr. Black must be 
a man of an extraordinarily equable 
temperament.” 

At one stage of the re-examina- 
tion, in reply to Mr. Jenkin, Pro- 
fessor Shellshear said “I am quite 
clear in my head but I am fatigued.” 

Mr. Jenkin: The signatures of 
Mr. Messer and Mr. Black in the, 
disputed cheques. They show no 


weakness or anything like that?—
